Confederate States 
of America. —We have seen the advertise¬ 
ment of a reliable (?) dealer, who offers “100 
varieties of Confederate States Stamps for 21 
cents.” According to this, the “Confederate 
States” must have issued about 50 stamps 
within the past year. Strange we didn’t hear 
of it before, isn’t it? 

Dominica. —The penny stamp has been seen 
cut in half, perpendicularly, and surcharged 
“1-2 d.” in red.

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The New Nickel. 



The? above is a representation of the new 
five-cent piece which was coined February 
1st, at the United States Mint at Philadelphia. 
The Treasury Department were not satisfied 
with the old nickel, or at least with the design, 
therefore Congress voted a new one, and au¬ 
thorized the Department to coin the same, 
and Col. A. Loudon Snowden, the Director of 
the mint, then set to work for a new design, 
and on Feb. ist, they commenced to coin 
them. By the illustrations above, it will be 
seen that the design of the new is a great im¬ 
provement on the old, with perhaps one ex¬ 
ception. The grand old motto, “In God we 
Trust” is omitted, but whether by “orders” or 
accident we are not prepared to say, but we 
certainly hope it was a mistake, and that it 
will be corrected in the future. Surely the 
motto of our forefathers is good enough for 
us. It is a handsome piece, but with the 
omission of the motto, the expression of con¬ 
fidence in Divine Providence is gone. The 
new piece weighs the same as the old and is 
of the same alloy—twenty-five per cent, of 
nickel and seventy-five of copper. 

On the reverse, as will be seen by looking 
at the illustration, is the Roman numeral- “V” 
surrounded by a wreath of cotton, corn and 
wheat, the three principal products of the 
United States. The wreath, in turn, is sur¬ 
rounded by the words “United States of 
America,” at the top, and “E. Pluribus Unum,” 
at the bottom. On the obverse is the head 
representing the Goddess of Liberty, with the 
inscription of “Liberty” on the tiara, and sur¬ 
rounded by the usual thirteen stars, which 
represent the original thirteen colonies, and 
the date, “1883” under the head. It has a plain 
edge, and is exactly the same size as the five- 
do liar gold piece. 

There is nothing on the coin to denote its 
denomination except the “V,” which 
stands for dollars as well as cents. Counter¬ 
feiters seem to have decided that the new 
nickel was a windfall for tnern, as they could 
easily give them an electrotype bath, and 
they would come out looking so nearly like 
the five-dollar gold piece, as to deceive any¬ 
one, unless they took pains to examine the 
piece, or were accustomed to seeing five-dollar 
pieces. Any sharper could buy an electrotyp¬ 
ing machine and convert nickels into gold pie¬ 
ces, and palm them off on the unsuspecting 
public, as easy as rolling off a log, and thus 
make money hand over fist. Fortunately, 
however, the authorities were made aware of 
the “bright” prospects of the new piece, and 


ordered the coining of the same to be discon¬ 
tinued forthwith. These pieces are destined 
to become “rare” in every sense of the word, 
as there were only 2,224,000 of them coined, 
or one to about every twenty-five persons in 
the United States, and as the Government will 
redeem them as fast as they possibly can, and 
every man, woman and child wants one or 
more of them for curiosities, they must com¬ 
mand a high price. It is reported that Secre¬ 
tary Folger has ordered the word “cents” to 
be placed on them, and the issue continued, 
but it is very evident there would have to be 
some crowding to get any more on them, un¬ 
less the motto or wreath were omitted.

Some Queer Money. 


BY “DOC.” 


( Continued .) 

With the introduction of the portraits of 
rulers, the greatest interest begins, as from 
that time they become a record or history. 
Eor instance, when the Roman Empire was 
put up for sale and knocked down to a rich 
Senator by the name of Didius Julianus. The 
purchaser did not enjoy his bargain long. 
He reigned but two months, and our 
readers may think it pretty hard to 
get a specimen of this short reign, but on the 
contrary this is one of the easiest to be pro¬ 
cured in the series of Roman Empires. Very 
industrious must they have worked to have 
flooded the markets eighteen centuries later. 
Coins mentioned in the Bible are also of great 
interest, but the Bible goes back so far in the 
early history of the world that the oldest ones 
which we have mentioned come at a compara¬ 
tive late period of the Jewish era. The first 
coins bearing the portrait of the ruler are as 
late as the time of Alexander the Great—after 
the fall of the kingdoms of Juda and Israel. 
The Jewish shekel is probably the earliest one 
mentioned, and the date of its earliest coinage 
is not known. The only allusion to it is in I. 
Maccabees,(xv. 6) where Antiochus grants 
the high priest permission to coin money. 

The silver shekel was valued at 51 8-10 
cents of our money. The gold one was half 
the weight of the silver, and worth four dol¬ 
lars. On one side was Aaron’s rod blossom¬ 
ing and on the othe\* the pot of manna. This 
vessel bears a remarkable likeness to the cibo- 
rium in Catholic churches. The inscription 
was “Shekel Israel,” “Jerusalem the Holy,” 
“Simon, Prince of Israel.” The earliest 
known is that of Simon Maccabees, the pon¬ 
tiff king, “who encircled the tira of Aaron wdth 
the Crown of David.” Brass coins of the Her- 
ods and Agrippa are, with these, the only 
coins of Judea known. Both as weight and 
money the shekel was divided into the beka, 
or half-shekel, the reba, or quarter-shekel, and 
the gerah or twentieth part of a shekel. 

In our Savior’s time the Roman coins were 
the general currency. Hence when he was 
tempted by the Pharisees asking him whether 
it was lawful to pay tribute to Qesar, they 
hoped to entrap him by whatever answer he 
made. But our Lord said, “Show me the 
tribute money.” Looking at the coin, he ask¬ 
ed them : “ ‘Whose image and superscription 
is this?’ and they answered Cmsars.” Then 
by a single sentence he silenced them and de¬ 
feated their malice; “Render unto Qesar the 
things that are Gesar’s, and unto God the 
things that are God’s.” 

This coin was issued during the reign of Ti¬ 
berius, who was born B. C. 42, and murdered 
A. D. 37. The obverse bore the head of Ti¬ 
berius to the left, laureated with the inscrip¬ 


tion. “Ti Cesar. Diyi Avcvsti. f.” Reverse 
a four-horse chariot and underneath, “Imp 
vil.” Next month we shall describe a few of 
the coins » f the Roman emperors.

After the time the first- 
class workmen were paid to “loaf,” the con¬ 
tractors had just the help they wanted and 
their envelopes then compared favorably with 
any previous issue. A large part of the 1874 
issue were called in and destroyed, therefore 
they are very rare.
